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Our  Belief  concerning 
Jesus  Christ. 

By  President  J.  Reuben  Clark,  Jr.,  of  the 
the  First  Presidency. 

I  wish  to  .state  the  faith,  the  belief  and 
the  knowledge  of  the  Latter-day  Saints 
regarding-  Jesus  of  Nazareth. 

We  accept  literally  the  words  of  John 
concerning  the  Christ :  "  In  the  beginning 
was  the  Word,  and  the  Word  was  with 
God,    and   the  Word  was   God."  The 

Christ  has  declared  in  our  own  dav  :  "  I 
was  in  the  beginning  with  the  Father,  and 
am  the  Firstborn." 

We  also  accept  John's  declaration  that 
Jesus  Christ  was  the  Creator  of  the  world, 
that  "  all  things  were  made  by  Him,  and 
without  Him  was  not  anything  made  that 
was  made. " 

•  We  belie\e  that  in  a  great  council  in 
Heaven  held  before  the  world  was,  Satan 
proposed  one  plan  for  creation  and  ruling 
the  world  and  its  progeny,  and  that  Christ 
proposed  another;  that  Satan's  plan  was 
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rejected,  as  taking  away  the  agency  of 
man,  and  Christ's  was  accepted  as  keep- 
ing man's  agency. 

We  believe  that  in  obedience  to  the 
Plan,  Christ  created  the  world  and  all 
that  in  it  is,  first  spiritually,  then  tem- 
porally, and  that  in  this  work  of  creation 
He  acted  as  one  of  the  Great  Trinity  of 
three  distinct  Personages,  the  Godhead, 
the  Father,  the  Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost. 

We  believe  that  following  this  creation, 
the  Lord  from  time  to  time  showed  Him- 
self to  man,  either  in  person  or  in  vision, 
or  dream,  or  by  speech,  beginning  even 
with  Adam,  and  later  to  Enoch,  Noah, 
Abraham,  Moses,  Samuel,  Daniel  and 
others  on  the  Eastern  Hemisphere,  and  to 
many  prophets  on  the  Western  conti- 
nents; that  on  this  (the  Western)  Hemi- 
sphere in  one  of  the  most  glorious 
theophanies  of  all  time,  the  Lord  showed 
Himself,  before  His  birth,  to  the  Brother 
of  Jared,  the  man  of  greatest  faith  of 
his  time,  saying:  "  Because  of  thy  faith 
thou  hast  seen  that  I  shall  take  upon  me 
flesh  and  blood."  "  Behold,  this  body, 
which  ye  now  behold,  is  the  body  of  my 
spirit ;  and  even  as  I  appear  unto  thee  to 
be  in  the  spirit  will  I  appear  unto  my 
people  in  the  flesh." 

We  believe  that  in  the  Meridian  of 
Time,  Mary  the  Virgin  gave  birth  to 
Jesus,  the  Only  Begotten  of  the  Father, 
in  very  deed  and  fact  the  Son  or  God ; 
that  Jesus  was  crucified  upon  the  cross  ; 
that  He  was  buried  and  lay  in  the  tomb 
till  the  morning  of  the  third  day,  when 
He  was  verily  resurrected  from  the  dead 
—that  His  spirit  and  His  body  reunited 
and  He  rose  from  the  tomb  a  perfect, 
glorified,  living  soul ;  that  thus  Christ 
atoned  for  Adam's  Fall  from  which  man 
is  so  redeemed,  and  that  all  men  will  by 
reason  of  that  atonement  be  resurrected — - 
that  is,  the  body  and  the  spirit  of  every 
person  born  into  the  world  will  at  some 
time  after  death,  and  in  due  course  of  the 
Lord,  be  reunited,  thus  fulfilling  Paul's 
saying:  "  As  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in 
Christ  shall  all  be  made  alive." 

We  believe  that  except  for  this  atone- 
ment of  Christ  for  the  Fall  of  Adam,  man 
would,  through  all  the  eternities,  have  re- 
mained  under  the  penalty  of  the  mortal 


and     spiritual     death     brought     upon     the 
human   family  by  Adam. 

We  thus  believe  Clirist  to  be  in  the  full, 
true  and  most  literal  sense,  the  Creator 
of  the  world,  one  of  the  Godhead,  the 
Only  Begotten  of  the  Father,  the  Son  of 
God,  the  promised  Messiah,  the  first  fruits 
of  the  resurrection,  the  Redeemer  of  the 
World. 

We  believe  that  some  eighteen  hundred 
years  after  the  Son's  death  and  resurrec- 
tion, the  Father  and  the  Son,  two  glorified 
personages  having  human  form,  ap- 
peared to  a  boy  14  years  of  age,  even 
as  the  Lord  came  of  old  to  the  child 
Samuel  in  the  Temple  ;  that  the  Father, 
pointing  to  the  Son  said:  "  This  is  my 
beloved  Son,  Hear  Him  "  ;  and  that  the 
Son,  responding  to  the  lad's  inquiry  as  to 
which  of  the  many  sectarian  creeds  were 
right,  told  the  lad  that  none  of  them  was 
right,  and  that  he  should  join  none  of 
them. 

We  believe  that  through  the  instrumen- 
tality of  this  same  lad,  Joseph  Smith, 
grown  to  maturity,  the  Lord  restored  to 
earth  the  true  Gospel  and  the  Priesthood 
of  God  which  had  been  taken  from  the 
earth  because  of  the  transgressions  of 
men. 

Hundreds  of  thousands  of  Latter-day 
Saints,  living  and  dead,  have  proclaimed 
their  absolute  knowledge  of  the  truth  of 
every  declaration  I  have  made ;  some  of 
them  have  sealed  their  testimonies  with  a 
martyr's  blood.  To  the  testimony  of  the 
humblest  of  all  these,  I  wish  in  humility 
to  add  my  own.

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PIONEER  FRONTIERS 

By  Elder  Gordon  B.  Hinckley 

Radio  Address,  Sunday,  19lh  July,  1936 


My  Dear  Friends — At  this  season  last 
year  with  some  associates  I  returned  from 
England  where  we  had  been  doing- 
missionary  work  for  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints.  In  western 
New  York  we  visited  the  scenes  connected 
with  the  establishment  of  the  Church 
slightly  over  a  century  ago.  In  Illinois 
we  visited  the  place  where  Joseph  Smith, 
the  Church's  first  prophet  in  this  age,  was 
shot  by  a  mob  with  painted  faces.  From 
Nauvoo,  a  city  built  and  made  prosperous 
by  the  Latter-day  Saints,  we  crossed  the 
Mississippi  into  Iowa.  A  place  of  inter- 
est near  Omaha  was  the  old  pioneer  ceme- 
tery in  which  over  600  of  the  impoverished 
Mormon  ranks  were  buried  between  the 
years  of  '46  and  '53 — men  and  women 
who  died  of  exposure  and  sickness  after 
being  driven  from  the  comforts  of  civili- 
zation. From  then  we  drove  through 
Nebraska  and  Wyoming,  and  on  into  the 
high  mountains  of  Utah.  That  was  the 
trail  of  the  first  Mormon  pioneers.  And 
in  the  middle  of  a  July  night,  after  being 
absent  for  more  than  two  years,  we  drove 
down  through  one  of  the  canyons  of  the 
Wasatch  Mountains.  As  we  reached  the 
mouth  of  the  canyon  there  suddenly  ap- 
peared before  us  an  unforgettable  picture. 

For  30  miles  lights  twinkled  in  the 
valley  below.  There,  cupped  in  the  sur- 
rounding hills  like  a  painting  on  the  bot- 
tom of  a  bowl,  was  a  mosaic  of  homes  and 
buildings,  of  trees  and  broad  lawns. 

With  the  sight  of  that  picture  there 
flashed  the  realization  that  only  a  short 
season  ago  this  was  a  desert  by  the  side 
of  a  salt  sea.  Here  was  the  work  of 
men  and  women  with  a  great  vision  and  a 
great  faith,  pioneers  who  had  crossed  a 
frontier  had  built  a  commonwealth.  And 
as  we  looked  in  rapt  wonder  at  the  sight 
before  us  the  thought  raced  through  my 
mind  :  Those  who  have  bullded  here  have 
taught  a  great  lesson  ;  you  and  the  men 
and  women  of  your  generation  would  do 
well  to  be  pioneers  as  great. 


Of  Second  Generation. 

I  am  of  the  second  generation  from 
those  people  of  the  plains.  None  of  my 
age  has  felt  the  choking  dust  of  the 
prairies  as  ox-drawn  wagons  in  a  long 
convoy  lifted  it  from  deep  ruts  to  be 
caught  by  hot  winds  and  thrown  against 
sunburned  faces.  None  of  my  friends 
has  bowed  to  the  tug  of  a  handcart  when 
splintering  wheels  commenced  to  squeak 
and  mountain  blizzards  hedged  in  men  and 
women  with  hunger  and  death.  None  of 
my  generation  has  met  the  lash  of  bitter 
persecution  that  was  raised  against  a 
handful  of  pilgrims. 

Those  were  the  trying  experiences  of 
our  pioneer  forbears  who  long  since 
earned  their  title  to  true  greatness  and 
passed  on  to  another  glory.  In  the  words 
of  Carlyle,  they  made  a  "  nook  of  God's 
creation  more  fruitful,  better,  worthy  of 
God."  Homes  now  stand  where  the  red 
man  and  his  squaw  were  content  with  a 
blanket  and  the  sky.  Neatly  furrowed 
farms  have  grown  from  the  prairie.  It 
was  the  frontier  that  called  those  pioneers. 
They  faced  that  frontier  and  built  the 
Zion  of  their  dreams. 

Honour  Pioneers. 

On  this  80th  anniversary  of  their  en- 
trance into  the  valley  of  the  Great  Salt 
Lake  we  justly  honour  them.  But  if  I 
understand  their  spirit  correctly,  I  think 
that  if  they  could  rise  to  meet  the  homage 
of  this  day,  they  would  bow  respectfully 
to  the  honours  paid  them.  Then  they 
would  hurry  on  to  point  out  to  us  of  this 
generation  a  new  frontier — perhaps  more 
formidable  than  any  they  crossed,  and 
envision  a  new  Zion  possibly  more  glori- 
ous than  any  they  dared  dream  of. 

With  scornful,  challenging  gestures 
they  would  mark  the  headlines  of  our 
journals  with  their  stories  of  dishonesty 
and  greed.  With  resolved  glances  they 
would  peer  about  the  streets  of  our  great 
cities  with  their  poverty,  their  sickness 
and  their  sin.       With  shaking  heads  they 
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would  show  us  lh&.  sulTerings  of  the 
oppressed  where  greecl  stilt  rules  over  the 
down-trodden.  With  challenj^^ing-  ex- 

pressions I  think  they  wouUl  point  out  to 
us   a   frontier   for   to-chi}-. 

Our  Frontier. 

Where  is  our  frontier? 

While  ang'els  sang,  "  Peace  on  Earth, 
good  will  toward  men,"  the  Saviour  was 
born  into  the  world.  His  second  greatest 
commandment  and  the  keynote  of  all  his 
teaching  was,  "  Thou  shalt  love  thy 
neighbour  as  thyself." 

And  yet  we  now  hear  of  armaments. 
We  read  of  forgotten  treaties  and  broken 
pledges.  It  is  not  enough  that  crosses 
stand  row  on  row  in  Flanders  Field.  It 
is  not  enough  that  great  numbers  of  men 
still  groan  in  physical  torture  from  wounds 
inflicted  by  men  as  unhateful  as  them- 
selves. .  It  is  not  enough  to  know  that 
money  sufficient  to  provide  an  individual 
estate  for  every  family  in  the  United 
States,  Britain,  Canada,  France,  Ger- 
many, Belgium  and  Russia  was  blown 
away  in  four  years  of  war. 

Through  his  Prophet,  Joseph  Smith,  the 
Lord  has  commanded  his  people  to  "  re- 
nounce war  and  proclaim  peace." 

I  know  of  but  one  way  to  rid  the  earth 
of  strife  and  contention.  That  is  to 
change  men's  lives,  to  \ift  thern  to  a 
higher  plane  of  thought  and  endeavour, 
to  do  it  on  such  a  scale  that  a  universal 
brotherhood  will  be  created.  Mormonism 
is-  a  world  religion  with  a  world  vision. 
Last  summer  I  had  the  opportunity  -of 
attending  services  of  the  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  in  London, 
England;  Berlin,  Germany;  Paris, 
France  ;  and  New  York  City  on  successive 
Sundays.  Among  the  people  of  different 
nationalities  in  those  meetings  there  was 
no  apparent  militant  nationalism;  they 
were  patriotic  but  in  their  hearts  there 
was  no  artificial  hatred  for  men  different 
from  themselves  only  in  that  thev  were 
separated  by  arbitrary  boundaries.  Thev 
had  a  love  for  their  brethren  of  other 
lands — and  that  love  was  evident. 

Is  it  not  pioneer  task  enough  to  frater- 
nize all  the  world  into  such  a  union  where 
a  regard  for  the  welfare  of  others  is  prac- 
tised more  than  any  jingoistic  national- 
ism? 


Have  we  a  frontier? 

In  ancient  Israel  it  was  said  that 
"  when  the  wicked  rule  the  people 
mourn." 

Yet  sadly  enough,  in  our  own  land  we 
have  seen  men  whom  the  spoils  of  office 
have  bought,  men  who  have  fallen  to  a 
price  instead  of  rising  to  a  service.  And 
in  other  lands  we  have  seen  bovs  and 
girls,  uniformed  and  regimented,  march- 
ing up  and  down,  singing  songs  of  ven- 
geance at  the  command  of  demagogues. 

To  the  Latter-day  Saints  God  has 
spoken  in  this  day:  "  Wherefore  honest 
men  and  wise  men  ye  should  observe  to 
uphold  ;  otherwise  whatsoever  is  less  than 
these  Cometh  of  evil."  We  believe  that 
governments  are  ordained  of  God,  and 
that  the  greatest  glory  comes  in  the  great- 
est service. 

God  give  us  men.  The  time  demands 
Strong  minds,  great  hearts,  true  faith  and 

willing  hands  ; 
Men  whom  the  lust  of  oflRce  does  not  kill ; 
Men  whom  the  spoils  of  oflfice  cannot  buv  ; 
Men  who  possess  opinions  and  a  will; 
Men  who  have  honour;  men  who  will  not 

lie; 
Men  who  can  stand  before  a  demagogue 
And  damn  his  treacherous  flatteries  with- 
out winking. 
Tall    men — sun -crowned    who   live    above 

the  fog 
In  public  duty  and  in  private  thinking  !  " 
—  (J.  G.   Holland.) 

Is  tliere  yet  need  for. pioneering?  Tiiree 
millions,  six  hundred  thousand  people. die 
each  year  in  this  modern  world  of 
.hunger  and  causes  incident  to  under- 
nourishment. The  Latter-day  Saints 
believe  it  their  God -given' duty  to  care  for 
the  poor,  and  with  a  system  of  fast- 
offerings  amounting  to  the  cost  of  two 
meals  per  month  per  member  of  the 
Church,  create  funds  for  that  purpose. 
Through   his  prophet  the   Lord  has  said  : 

Woe  unto  }ou  rich  men  that  will  not 
give  of  your  substance  to  the  poor,  for 
your  riches  will  canker  your  souls." 

Is  not  this  a  challenge  to  build  Zion 
to-day? 

Some  Challenges. 

More  than  a  hundred  million  cigarettes 
are  smoked  each  year  in  America.  That 
dreadful  figure  can  be  written  in  dollars 
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and  cents  or  in  the  stained  teeth  and  fin- 
gers of  boys;  in  nervousness,  physical 
weakness,  mental  and  moral  decay  ;  or  in 
the  awful  handicap  of  children  born  of 
mothers  who  smoke.  Last  year  auto- 
mobiles in  this  country  killed  more  than 
36,000  of  our  citizens.  Alcohol,  we  are 
told,  was  responsible  for  a  good  number 
of  these  deaths.  Insurance  company 
figures  reveal  that  with  the  return  of 
alcohol,  deaths  stands  yet  more  taunting- 
ly on,,  the  highways. 

Since  1831  the  Latter-day  Saints  have 
taught  as  the  word  of  the  Lord  that 
tobacco  and  alcohol  are  not  good  for  man. 
Tb^  Church  has  invited  its  youth  and  all 
mankind  to  make  the  test  and  reap  the 
blessings  promised  by  the  Lord — that  they 
should  run  and  not  be  weary  and  that  they 
should  find  great  treasures  of  knowledge, 
even  hidden  treasures.  Is  not  the  uni- 
versal teaching  of  this  revelation  from 
God  pioneer  task  enough  when  its  conse- 
quences are  measured  in  terms  of  the 
health  and  welfare  of  future  generations? 

Frontiers  Enough. 

Are  these  frontiers  enough  ?  There  are 
a  hundred  more  as  challenging — the 
challenges  of  personal  purity  to  rid  the 
World  of  sin,  of  love  to  bring  sunshine 
into  dark  corners,  of  tolerance,  and  of 
radiant;  happy  living  that  leads  to  a  new 
Zion — to  continue  in  the  words  of  Carlyle 
— the  challenge  to  become  truly  great  by 
making  "  some  human  heart  a  little  wiser, 
manlier,  happier — more  blessed,  less 
accursed." 

These  are  the  frontiers  to-day.  Is  this 
all  only  a  dream  of  Mormon  youth? 
Those  Mormon  pioneers  whom  we  to-day 
honour  dreamed  also. 

world.  In  spite  of  this  seemingly  vast 
number,  they  are  practically  lost  when 
distributed  over  such  a  large  area.  For 
this  reason,  it  is  expedient  that  every 
person  who  considers  himself  as  a  child 
of  God  should  be  particularly  interested 
in  applying  the  Saviour's  words  to  him- 
self and,  like  the  salt,  act  as  a  preserva- 
tive force  in  his  community  and  then  be 
the  light  in  the  darkness  about  him  that 
the  glorious  truths  of  a  revealed  religion 
rriav  so  forth. 


"  YE  ARE  THE  SALT  OF  THE 

EARTH  "  and  "  YE  ARE  THE  LIGHT 

OF  THE  WORLD."

I  have  often  thought  of  these  two 
metaphors  that  our  Saviour,  Jesus  Christ, 
used  to  describe  his  disciples  and  to  im- 
press them  with  their  mission  in  the 
world.  First  he  made  them  aware  that 
they  were  to  be  the  salt  of  the  earth  and 
later  in  his  ministry  he  said  that  they  were 
to  be  the  light  of  the  world. 

These  are  two  excellent  similes  and 
since  many  of  us  are  members  of  the 
Church  that  bears  the  name  of  the  author 
of  the  Church,  we  should  be  particularly 
interested  in  measuring  ourselves  to  see 
if  we  are  living  up  to  what  is  expected  of 
us  by  the  Master. 

"  The  salt  of  the  earth."  Since  the 
most  ancient  of  times,  the  fisherman  has 
gone  forth  to  his  task  with  his  boat 
loaded  tvith  salt,  to  preserve  his  fish  on- 
the  retiiFrt  voyage.  Even  so  with  the  true 
Latter-day  Saint  in  society,  he  is  as  salt. 
By  his  obedience  to  God's  laws  and  his 
zeal  for  all  that  is  wholesome  and  good, 
he  preserves  society  from  decay.  It 
seems  as  though  this  side  of  our  Chris- 
tianity exemplifies  the  Old  Testament 
spirit  of  obedience  to  law,  the  keeping  of 
the  Ten  Commandments. 

Light  on  the  other  hand  is  the  opposite 
from  salt.  It  is  dynamic,  aggressive. 
Kindle  a  light  out  of  doors  on  a  dark 
night  and  immediately  it  will  dash  away 
to  the  farthest  corner  of  the  universe  at 
the  astounding  rate  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty  six  thousand  miles  per  second. 
Wherever  it  goes  it  will  illumine,  purify 
and  beautify  to  the  limit  of  its  power. 
Even  so  is  the  soul  of  a  true  Latter-day  ; 
Saint  filled  with  a  Christ-like  love.  This  - 
soul  is  first  of  all  righteous  and  pure,  but 
it  cannot  be  satisfied  with  that  alone. 
It  longs  to  go  forth  in  service,  to  illumine 
and  transform  all  the  dark  places  of  our 
world. 

It  is  for  this  reason  that  approximately 
three  thousand  missionaries  are  volun- 
tarily giving  years  of  their  lives  to  bring 
the  glorious  truths  of  a  revealed  religion

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The  Intellectual  Appeal  of  Mormonism.

As  a  lad  in  my  late  teens  in  England, 
I  had  the  experience  of  changing  my  re- 
ligious membership  from  the  dominant 
Church  of  England  to  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  wSaints. 

I  had  noticed  during  my  period  of  in- 
vestigation that  the  members  of  the  latter 
Church  were  the  preachers  and  the 
prayers.  This  appealed  to  me,  and  after 
I  joined  I  soon  felt  that  I  was  a  "  some- 
body." I  could  open  and  close  the  ser- 
vices, also  present  to  the  audience  my 
Ideas  regarding  my  religious  beliefs.  It 
seemed  delightful  to  be  able  at  that  early 
age  to  assume  some  elements  of  leader- 
ship. I  had  heard  my  father  talk,  too, 
a  great  deal  about  the  fact  that  no  man 
could  be  saved  in  ignorance,  that  the 
glory  of  God  was  intelligence,  and  that 
man  is  saved  no  faster  ihan  he  gains 
knowledge.  I  soon  learned  that  Joseph 
Smith  was  responsible  for  these  thoughts. 
I  was  impressed  by  them. 

These  ideas  seemed  to  put  new  life  and 
purpose   into   the   family   home.  Plans 

were  instituted  by  which  knowledge  could 
be  gained.  Satisfaction  would  come,  of 
course,  from  this  added  learning,  but  the 
fact  that  it  implied  good  Latter-day  Saint 
standing  was  a  pleasing  thought  to  all  of 
us.  From  that  day   to  this,    as   more 

knowledge  has  been  gained  regarding  the 
Latter-day  Saint  religion  as  a  way  of  life, 
the  intellectual  aspect  of  this  faith  has 
increased  in  its  appeal. 

While  I  was  attending  Cornell  univer- 
sity some  years  ago,  one  of  my  professors 
said  "I  notice  that  with  all  you  Mormons 
from  Utah,  you  seem  to  consider  your 
educational  efforts  a  part  of  your  religion. 
You  claim  that  your  life's  activities  are  a 
part  of  a  continuous  programme  which 
goes  on  throughout  all  time ;  that  as  you 
grow  in  experience  here  you  are  better 
prepared  to  continue  your  growth  after 
you  have  departed  this  life,  and  that  you 
will  continue  that  advancement  until  you 
reach  a  state  of  perfection.  A  fine  idea 
if  it  is  true.  I  imagine  it  is  one  of  the 
greatest    stimulative    ideas    I    know    for 


those  who  accept  the  teachings  of  your 
faith."  It  is  a  great  idea,  one  which,  if 
believed  in  and  practised,  will  make  this 
life's  labours  a  success  measured  from 
every  point  of  view,  religious  or  other- 
wise. 

When  these  thoughts  were  presented  to 
the  world  by  Joseph  Smith,  what  were  the 
religious  conditions  of  the  times?  What 
was  there  in  the  environment  that  made 
his  doctrine  so  attractive  to  many  of  the 
great  minds  of  that  day? 

It  was  the  idea  among  most  people 
that  men  should  be  willing  to  be  damned 
for  the  glory  of  God,  that  human  beings 
were  totally  depraved,  that  there  was 
nothing  good  or  generous  in  human 
nature,  that  infants  were  born  in  sin  and 
would  be  forever  doomed  unless  some 
ritualistic  formulas  were  said  over  them. 
It  was  believed  that  man  was  nothing 
more  than  an  insignificant  worm  in  the 
scheme  of  things.  Fancy  a  thinking  man 
in   an    environment   like   that.  Joseph 

Smith,  even  as  a  mere  lad,  rebelled 
against  such  doctrines. 

As  he  pondered  such  ideas  and  rest- 
lessly sought  an  answer,  a  light  from 
heaven  and  a  message  from  God  came  to 
him  and  he  saw  man  in  his  true  prespec- 
tive.  He  found  through  revelation  that 
that  there  was  something  beautiful  and 
worthwhile  in  human  beings,  that  there 
was  a  divinity  in  all  men.  Imagine  his 
happiness.  He  had  seen  in  vision  and 
heard  the  voice  of  God  and  angels  unfold 
to  him  an  understanding  of  the  problems 
which  were  troubling  him.  He  learned 
through  his  wonderful  experience,  not 
only  that  man  was  divine,  but  that  man 
existed  before  he  came  to  this  earth  life, 
that  men  will  exist  after  this  life,  and  that 
the  individual  development  one  gains  in 
each  sphere  of  existence  determines  the 
rate  of  progress  he  will  make  in  the  next. 

Man  is  in  a  process  of  development  or 
unfoldment  which  was  started  eons  ago 
in  a  previous  existence,  and  he  will  con- 
tinue to  progress  until  in  some  future 
state  he  may  become  as  is  God  Himself. 
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This  is  made  plain  in  the  revelation  given 
in  Doctrine  and  Covenants,  Section  93  : 
11-18,  in  which  the  vision  of  John  the 
Beloved  is  explained  : 

And  I,  John,  bear  record  that  I  beheld 
his  glory,  as  the  glory  of  the  Only 
Begotten  of  the  Father,  full  of  grace 
and  truth,  even  the  Spirit  of  truth, 
which  came  and  dwelt  in  the  flesh,  and 
dwelt  among  us. 

And  I,  John,  saw  that  he  received  not 
of  the  fulness  at  the  first,  but  received 
grace  for  grace ; 


And  their  courses  are  fixed,  even  the 
courses  of  the  heavens  and  the  earth, 
which  comprehend  the  earth  and  all  the 
planets. 

And  they  give  light  to  each  other  in 
their  ti-Ties  and  in  their  seasons. 


And  I,  John,  bear  record  that  he  re- 
ceived a  fulness  of  the  glory  of  the 
Father  ; 

And  he  received  all  power,  both  in 
heaven  and  on  earth,  and  the  glory  of 
the  Father  was  with  him,  for  he  dwelt 
in   him. 

And  it  shall  come  to  pass,  that  if  you 
are  faithful  you  shall  receive  the  ful- 
ness of  the  record  of  John. 

If  John  can  do  this,  so  can  other  human 
beings,  said  Joseph  in  his  conversations 
with  his  followers. 

These  new  ideas  put  purpose  into  the 
life  of  Joseph  Smith.  He  became  a  man 
with  a  mission.  He  studied  the  ideas  he 
had  received.  He  attempted  to  elaborate 
upon  these  ideas  and  make  clear  to  his 
followers  that  we  are  Gods  in  embryo  and 
because  of  it  must  live  as  become  such 
beings. 

He  said  we  must  study  this  God  of 
ours.  We  must  learn  to  become  like 

Him.  We  cannot  become  like  Him  until 
we  know  how  He  works.  We  must 
discover  Him  through  His  works.  This 
world  is  His.  The  times,  the  seasons, 
the  rain'i.  the  sunshine  are  all  His.  His 
glory  is  in  the  universe  and  the  manipula- 
tions of  the  universe  are  manifestations  of 
His  work.  In  Doctrine  and  Covenants, 
Section  88    :  42-47,  it  states  : 

And  again,  verily  I  say  unto  you,  he 
hath  given  a  law  unto  all  things,  by 
which  they  move  in  their  times  and 
their  seasons  ; 


The  earth  rolls  upon  her  wings,  and 
the  sun  giveth  his  light  by  day,  and 
the  moon  gi.veth  her  light  by  night,  and 
the  stars  also  give  their  light,  as  they 
roll  upon  their  wings  in  their  glory,  in 
the  midst  of  the  power  of  God. 

Unto  what  shall  I  liken  these  king- 
doms, that  ye  may  understand? 

Behold,  all  these  are  kingdoms,  and 
any  man  who  hath  seen  any  or  the  least 
of  these  hath  seen  God  moving  in  his 
majesty  and  power. 

Other  men  have  arrived  at  similar 
truths   in   another  way.  Many  of  the 

scientists  who  have  stirred  the  world  and 
have  encouraged  many  men  into  righteous 
endeavour  have  found  God  at  the  end  of 
their   scientific   investigations. 

Michael  Pupin  in  an  article,  "  Science 
Leads  Us  Closer  to  God,"  published  in 
American  Magazine,  September,  1927, 
states  : 

Light,  I  found,  is  a  series  of  tiny 
electronic  pulses  sent  throughout  space 
from  the  sun  and  stars.  And  just  as 
sound  sets  going  the  nerves  of  the  ear 
to  carry  messages  from  the  external 
world  to  the  internal  world  of  the 
human  soul,  so  these  electronic  pulses 
set  going  the  nerves  of  the  eye  which 
carry  their  messages  to  the  brain.  Then 
the  soul  deciphers  them  and  interprets 
their  meaning.  All  these  vibrations 

receive  their  true  meaning  only  when 
the  soul  deciphers  their  message.  And 
the  more  I  think  of  it  as  a  scientist, 
the  more  do  I  feel  that  those  gleams  of 
light  from  the  quiet  stars  which  fell 
upon  my  eyes  as  I  tended  the  oxen, 
were  real  messages  to  the  soul  declar- 
ing the  glory  of  God. 

Science  has  simply  brought  me  to  a 
higher,  broader  view  of  the  Creator.  If 
science  does  not  assist  me  to  give  my- 
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self  ;in(l  ollicrs  ;i  bi-tlcT  religion,  a 
betlci-  undc-rstiiiulini^  of  the  C'ri-nlor, 
and  a  closer  jKisonal  tourli  with  llim; 
if  science  docs  not  assist  nie  in  canyinj^ 
out  the  Divine  purpose;  then  I  am  a 
failure  as  a  scientist.  l?ut  science  has 
iiKule  mc-  a  better  Christian;  I  believe 
it  w  ill  make  Ix'ttcr  Christians  of  all  men 
and  women  who  try  to  undei"stand  its 
simple  aiul  beautiful  laws,  because  llie\' 
are  the  laws  of  God." 

Robert  A.  Millikan,  one  of  the  world's 
eminent  scientists,  declared,  "  If  you 
think  strongly  enoug'h,  you  will  be  forced 
bv  science  to  the  belief  in  (iod." 

Joseph  Smith  presented  the  same  truths 
years  before.  God  showed  him  that  these 
scientific  laws  which  are  e\'ident  in  the 
earth,  the  sea,  and  the  hea\enly  bodies, 
are  manifestations  of  the  power  and  g-lor\- 
of  God. 

Now,  said  the  Prophet  Joseph  in  Sec- 
tion 88  :  78-79,  I  want  you  to  learn  all 
these  things  that  God  is  responsible  for. 
I  want  you  to  become  like  Him  so  : 

Teach  ye  diligently  and  my  grace 
shall  attend  you,  that  you  may  be  in- 
structed more  perfectly  in  theory,  in 
principle,  in  doctrine,  in  the  law  of  the 
gospel,  in  all  things  that  pertain  unto 
the  kingdom  of  God,  that  are  expedient 
for  ^•ou  to  understand  ; 

Of  things  both  in  heaven  and  in  the 
earth,  and  under  the  earth;  things 
which  have  been,  things  which  are, 
things  which  must  shortly  come  to 
pass  ;  things  which  are  at  home,  things 
which  are  abroad ;  the  wars  and  the 
perplexities  of  the  nations,  and  the 
judgments  which  are  on  the  land  ;  and 
a  knowledge  also  of  countries  and  of 
kingdoms. 

In  other  words,  the  Gospel  as  taught 
by  Jesus,  the  study  of  the  heavenly 
bodies,  the  science  of  geology,  the  study 
of  history,  political  economy,  and  soci- 
ology, are  all  means  bv  which  one  can 
learn  God. 

In  order  to  teach  more  effectively  Joseph 
Smith  records  in  the  Doctrine  and  Cove- 
nants, Section  88   :  117-122: 


'1  herefore,  \erily  I  say  unto  you,  my 
Iriends,  call  your  solemn  assembly,  as 
1  have  command;'d  \()u. 

Organi/e  yourselxes  ;  prepare  every 
needful  tiling;  and  establish  a  house, 
e\'en  a  house  of  praver,  a  house  of  fast- 
ing, a  house  of  faith,  a  house  of  learn- 
ing, a  house  of  glor_\-,  a  house  of  order, 
a  house  of  God  ; 

Appoint  among  yourselves  a  teacher, 

and  let  all  listen  unto  his  sayings. 

Contrast  this  type  of  leadership,  this 
kind  of  interpretation,  with  the  material 
that  had  been  handed  down  previous  to 
a  century  ago.  \o  wonder   it  had   an 

appeal  for  so  many  of  the  great  leaders 
of  our  Church  in  earl\-  days  :  Wilford 
Woodruff,  Heber  C.  Kimball,  Oliver 
Cowdery,  Sidney  Rigdon,  Parley  P.  Pratt, 
and  many  others.  It  had  an  intellectual 
appeal.  It  not  onl}-  told  men  they  must 
be  good,  kind,  just  and  humble,  but  it 
gave  them  something  b}-  which  they  could 
use  their  intellects  and  learn  about  the 
the  world.  Such  learning  drives  super- 
stitions out  of  one's  religion. 

I  say  that  such  thoughts  certainlv  must 
have  an  appeal  for  the  thinking  man.  As 
a  member  of  the  Latter-day  Saint  Church, 
I  can  do  m}'  duty  in  the  Church  among 
my  people.  I  can  be  kind  and  helpful 
to  my  fellowmen.  I  can  use  my  influence 
to  spread  the  spirit  of  Jesus  throughout 
my  environment.  As  such,  I  am  a  good 
member  of  the  faith.  Also  as  a  worker 
in  a  scientific  laboratory,  I  a.m  still  living 
part  of  my  religion. 

A  study  of  any  phase  of  this  complex 
universe  is  a  part  of  the  religious 
activity  in  Mormonism.  I  learn  how  the 
,  world  w  as  made,  how  the  laws  of  the 
earth  work.  I  learn  how  to  control  them 
for  the  good  of  man.  I  do  not  stop  when 
I  lay  down  this  body,  but  I  continue  in 
this  line  of  endeavour,  ever  approaching 
that  state  of  perfection  which  constitutes 
the  ultimate  salvation  of  man.  This  is 
a  part  of  the  philosophy  of  Mormonism. 
It  surely  has  an  intellectual  appeal. — 
(Adapted  from  a  radio  sermon  gi\en  over 
KSL  in  Salt  Lake  City.)

the  opportunity  of  passing  on  to  his  new 
estate.  When  the  books  are  opened  it 
will  be  found  that  he  merits  a  rich 
reward. 

May  the  comforting  influence  of  the 
Holy  Spirit  be  with  his  dear  wife  and  his 
family  and  may  they  continue  worthv  of 
the  blessings  that  he  pronounced  upon 
their  heads  as  he  quietly  passed  to  the 
spirit  world. — B. 


CHRIST'S  KINGDOM. 
"  Deseret  News." — Editorial 

"  My  kingtiom  is  not  of  this  world;  if 
my  kingdom  were  of  this  world,  then 
would  my  servants  fight,  that  I  should  not 
be  dernered  to  the  Jews."  These  arc  the 
words  of  Jesus  in  answer  io  the  questions 
of  Pilate,  and  they  re\eal  to  us  the  nature 
of  the  kingdom  which  Jesus  came  to  set 
up  among  men. 

There  was  a-  wide  variety  of  opinion 
among  the  ancient  Hebrews  as  to  just 
who  and  what  this  divinely  appointed 
Messiah — ^of  whom  their  poets  had 
dreamed  and  their  prophets  had  foretold 
— was  to  be.  But  concerning  one  thing 
they  were  all  agreed.  He  was  to  be  an 
earthly  King  who  was  to  be  born  of  the 
renowned  line  of  David  ;  who  was  to  set 
His  people  free  from  their  oppressors ; 
who  was  to  establish  a  kingdom  here 
among  men.  He  was  to  rule  over  all  the 
world,  conquering  every  enemy  and  His 
chosen  sacred  people  were  to  dominate  the 
earth.  This  is  what  was  to  happen  when 
the  Messianic  kingdom  was  set  up. 

But  Jesus  disappointetl  the  popular  ex- 
pectation, because  He  was  not  the  kind  of 
a  Messiah  that  had  been  looked  for,  be- 
cause His  triumph,  if  triumph  it  was  to 
be,  was  the  triumph  of  the  spirit  over 
temporal  things.  The  very  disciples 
themselves  had  been  quarreling  as  to 
which  should  hold  the  highest  positions 
of  honour  in  the  new  kingdom,  and  John, 
whom  we  have  come  to  call  the  beloved 
disciple,  was  begging  Jesus  to  call  down 
fire  from  heaven  upon  those  who  stood  in 
opposition  to  His  plans.  We  see  from 
this  how  human  expectation  ran  counter 
to  that  which  Jesus  had  at  heart,  how 
dift'erent  the  triumph  of  the  Christ  is  from 
that  for  which  his  followers  were  looking. 

Suppose  that  Jesus  had  appeared  as  a 
king ;  suppose  He  had  conquered  the 
Roman  legions  ;  suppose  every  nation  on 
the  face  of  the  earth,  after  long  and 
bloody  wars,  had  become  subject  to  the 
Hebrew  people,  and  Jesus  sat  crowned  at 
Jerusalem,  Empeior  of  the  world.  Would 
that  have  been  the  triumph  of  the  Christ? 
Would  that  have  been  the  kingdom  of 
God,  founded  on  physical  force?  Would 
that  ha\e  been  what  the  lowh-  and  tender 
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and  true -hearted  people  of  all  the  world 
had  been  dreaming  should  come  when  tiie 
high  power  cf  God  had  manifested  itself 
among  men. 

Anyone  who  studies  carefully  the  life  of 
the  Master  cannot  fail  to  reach  the  con- 
clusion that  Jesus  was  a  non-resistant. 
He  taught  that  those  who  take  the  sword 
shall  perish  h\  the  sword;  He  forbade  the 
application  of  ph}sical  power.  He  taught 
that  His  kingdom  was  not  something  that 
was  coming  by  observation,  by  consti- 
tutional amendments  or  laws  passed  by 
Congress  ;  not  by  edicts  issued,  not  by  ex- 
ternal force.  And  yet  since  the  time  of 
the  Master  nations  have  been  attempting, 
and  still  attempting,  to  build  kingdoms 
and  empires  on  physical  force — on  armies 
and  navies  and  to-day  on  ships  that  fly 
the  air. 

Jesus  said.  My  kingdom  is  like  leaven, 
which  a  woman  took  and  hid  in  three 
measures  of  meal,  until  the  whole  was 
leavened.  The    leaven    works    on   one 

little  particle  at  a  time,  the  contagion  of 
one  particle  affects  the  next ;  and  so  the 
power  spreads  until  the  whole  is  per- 
meated with  this  new  life.  This  is  what 
Jesus  says  about  the  establishment  of  His 
kingdom  among  men.  This  is  the  way 
it  is  to  come  and  as  we  read  history,  even 
with  a  superficial  knowledge,  we  find  that 
it  never  has  come  and  never  can  come 
except  through  the  triumph  of  spiritual 
power. 

How  can  love  be  driven  into  a  man  by 
force?  How  can  pity,  tenderness,  un- 
selfishness and  mutual  help,  with  all 
divine  and  spiritual  qualities,  be  legislated 
into  the  hearts  of  men  and  women?  The 
reign  of  physical  force  can  never  be  the 
triumph   of   the   Christ.  The   spirit   of 

Christ  cannot  triumph  in  our  govern- 
mental affairs  except  through  the  princi- 
ple of  justice  and  righteousness.  It  will 
not  come  so  long  as  rulers  use  their  posi- 
tions and  power  to  glorify  themselves  and 
reward  their  followers.  It  will  not  come 
while  those  in  authority  exploit  the  people 
for  their  own  good.  It  will  not  come 
while  selfishness,  hatred,  envy  and 
jealousy  dominate  the  lives  of  men. 

The  kingdom  of  Christ  will  be  on  its 
way  when  you  and  I  and  our  neighbours. 


one  at  a  time,  and  all  together,  begin  to 
practise  the  principles,  live  out  the  teach- 
ings and  develop  the  spirit  of  the  Christ. 
It  is  coming  surely  as  fast  as  truth,  love, 
tenderness,  sympathy,  helpfulness  anvl 
righteousness  are  coming,  and  it  never 
can  come  in  any  other  way. 

Vou  may  seek  the  world  around,  no 
matter  what  the  form  of  religion,  no 
matter  what  the  race,  wherever  the  spirit 
of  Christ,  permeates,  lifts  up  and 
illumines  the  lives  of  men  and  women, 
there  is  the  triumph  of  that  for  which 
Jesus  came  into  the  world  and  for  which 
He  gave  his  life.  • 


Introducing  the  New 
President.

In  its  99  epoch-filled  years,  the  Euro- 
pean Mission  has  seen  41  men  occupy  the 
chair    of    president.  They    have    been 

great  men.  There  have  been  Congress- 
men, eminent  scientists,  colonizers  and 
•empire  builders,  editors,  business  men, 
engineers,  university  presidents  and 
others  similarly  distinguished  in  addi- 
tional fields. 

Like  many  of  his  predecessors,  the 
new  president  of  the  European  Mission 
comes  to  Britain  as  a  man  who  is  not  only 
a  pillar  in  the  high  councils  of  the  Church 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints,  but 
as  one  who  is  respected  in  his  pro- 
fession, honoured  in  his  community 
for  his  character  and  integrity.  Presi- 
dent Richard  R.  Lyman,  of  the  Council  of 
Twelve  Apostles,  forty -second  leader  to 
preside  over  the  Church  in  Europe,  is  an 
outstanding  engineer,  business  man  and 
Church  man. 

President  Lyman  assumed  oflice  24th 
September,  succeeding  a  life-long  friend, 
President  Joseph  F.  Merrill,  of  the  Coun- 
cil of  Twelve  Apostles.  The  new  leader 
is  the  third  generation  of  European 
Mission  presidents — a  fact  alone  which 
contributes  an  unusual  page  to  the  history 
of  the  Church  in  this  land.  His  grand- 
father. Apostle  Amasa  M.  Lyman,  pre- 
sided over  the  European  Mission  1860- 
62.        He  was  closelv  associated  with  the 
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Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  and  hiter  became 
one  of  the  great  colonizers  of  the  West, 
particularly  in  Utah  and  California.  He 
was  an  Apostle  25  years.  President 
Lyman's  father,  Apostle  Francis  M. 
Lyman,  was  Mission  president  1901-4. 
An  Apostle  for  36  years,  he  was  a  promi- 
nent statesman  in  the  early  history  of  the 
State  of  Utah.  He  was  known  as  "  The 
Peacemaker."  He  fulfilled  three  missions 
in  England. 

There  are  several  reasons  why  the  new 
mission  president  is  numbered  among 
America's   Who's   Who.  He  has  been 

awarded  appointments  on  committees 
planning  some  of  the  Engineering  won- 
ders of  the  LInited  States.  He  served  on 
a  board  of  five  engineers  for  investigating 
the  Columbia  Basin  Reclamation  Project 
(in  America's  Northwest),  which  the  late 
Dr.  Elwood  Mead  (chief  of  the  United 
States  Bureau  of  Reclamation)  described 
as  "  the  largest  reclamation  project  with 
which  the  United  States  will  ever  deal." 
He  was  chosen  one  of  the  three  consulting 
engineers  for  the  Metropolitan  Water 
District  of  Southern  California  (including 
Los  Angeles  and  12  other  Californian 
cities).  This      commission      (now      in- 

creased to  five  members)  is  dealing  with 
the  construction  of  an  aqueduct  calling  for 
a  ;;{;42, 000,000'  bond  issue.  The  Engi- 
neering Board  of  Review  for  the  Sanitary 
District  of  Chicago  (comprising  Chicago 
and  fifty  other  municipalities)  is  said  to 
be  the  largest  board  of  engineers  ever 
organized  for  any  purpose.  It  includes 
28  engineers  of  national  recognition.  One 
of  them  is  Dr.  Richard  R.  Lyman. 

For  26  years  (1896-1922)  President 
Lyman  was  professor  of  civil  engineering 
at  the  University  of  Utah.  His  paper, 
"  Measurement  of  Flow  of  Streams  by 
Approved  Forms  of  Weirs,"  was  awarded 
the  Croes  gold  medal  for  1915  by  the 
American  Society  of  Engineering  "  for  its 
merit  as  a  contribution  to  engineering 
science."  He  has  developed  a  new 
simplified  street  and  house  numbering 
system  which  was  recently  adopted  by  the 
citv  of  Los  Angeles  and  by  Salt  Lake 
County. 

Before  we  recite  more  of  the  accom- 
plishments  of  the   new   president,   let   us 


consider  his  youth,  and  follow  upward 
through  the  years  of  his  life.  He  was 
born  23rd  November,  1870,  in  Fillmore, 
once  the  capital  of  Utah,  because  of  its 
central  location.  His  parents  are  Fran- 
cis M.  and  Clara  Caroline  Callister- 
Lyman.  When  Richard  was  seven  years 
of  age  his  family  moved  to  Tooele, 
another  small  town  about  100  miles  north 
of  Fillmore  and  approximately  forty  miles 
southwest  of  Salt  Lake  City.  In  Tooele 
the  lad  attended   an   adobe  school  house. 

It  is  said  that  as  a  boy  he  established 
a  reputation  for  being  painstaking — doing 
well  whatever  job  was  assigned  him, 
whether  it  meant  cleaning  the  barn,  weed- 
ing a  garden  or  hauling  down  logs  from 
the  mountains.  His  mother  gave  him  a 
New  Testament  when  he  was  a  lad  and  he 
often  read  it  while  on  the  range. 

Inspired  by  the  refining  influence  of  a 
Mormon  home,  Richard  developed  a  thirst 
for  learning.  With  the  hard  work  that 
characterized  his  early  life,  he  set  out 
resolutely  to  slake  it.  At  twenty  years 
of  age  he  had  received  a  certificate  from. 
Brigham  Young  University  in  Provo, 
Utah.  Then  he  went  east  to  study  civil 
engineering  at  the  L^niversity  of  Michi- 
gan, his  father  lending  him  ;^500  to  carry 
him  through.  Richard  R.  Lyman  later 
repaid  the  entire  sum,  with  10  per  cent, 
interest.  At  L'niversity  of  Michigan,  one 
of  America's  foremost  colleges,  the  Mor- 
man  boy  soon  became  a  leader  among  his 
class  mates.  He  was  elected  president 
of  the  second-year  students  and  later  was 
chosen  for  the  same  position  in  the 
graduating  class. 

After  a  year  of  teaching  at  Brigham 
Young  University,  Elder  Lyman  in  1896 
began  26  years  as  a  professor  of  civil 
engineering  at  the  University  of  Utah. 
He  received  his  Ph.D.  degree  at  Cornell 
Universitv  (in  New  York  State)  in  1905, 
his   M.C.E.   in   1903. 

During  his  professorship  at  the  L"^niver- 
sily,  P'resident  Lyman  was  active  in  the 
affairs  of  the  community,  serving  as  vice- 
chairman  of  the  Utah  State  Road  Com- 
mission (1908-18)  and  as  consulting 
engineer  for  several  big  mining,  irrigation 
and  power  companies.  In  addition,  he 
has  been  president  and  director  of  various 
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bubiness     firms.  He     has     been     vice- 

chairmen   of    L'tah    Water   Storage   Com- 
mission since  1922. 

While  President  L}man  has  been  scal- 
ing- the  lieij^hts  in  his  profession,  he  has 
been  a  constant  worker  in  the  cause  of 
the  Lord.  He  is  a  great  lover  of  youth, 
and  it  has  been  with  those  in  the  pliable 
\ears  that  he  has  devoted  much  of  his 
time  and  talent.  He  was  ordained  an 
Apostle  7th  April,  1918,  and  for  16  years 
(1919-35)  served  in  the  general  superin-: 
tendency  of  the  Young  Men's  Mutual  Im- 
provement Association  of  the  Church.  He 
has  been  -one  of  the  leaders  in  the  Boy 
Scout  Movement,  which  reaches  its  acme 
within  the  confines  of  the  Latter-day 
Saint  Church. 

The  British  people  will  like  President 
Lyman.  He  likes  to  be  with  people.  To 
him  every  one  is  a  friend.  His  associa- 
tions are  always  flavoured  with  a  keen 
sense  of  humour.  He  is  a  powerful 
speaker. 

Of  some  of  his  other  traits,  President 
Joseph  F.  Merrill  once  wrote  : 

I  think  I  have  never  met  a  man  who 
was  more  free  from  every  type  of  vul- 
garity than  Dr.  Lyman.  I  have  never 
heard  him  tell  an  unclean  story,  and 
have  never  seen  him  afraid  to  defend  his 
convictions.  He  seemed  always  proud 
to  let  people  know  he  was  a  Mormon. 
....  Loyalty,  therefore,  is  perhaps 
his  most  outstanding  characteristic  .  .  . 
He  is  good-natured — slow  to  get  angry, 
and  therefore  has  strt)ng  self-control. 
He  is  liberal  in  his  views  and  very 
tolerant  of  the  views  of  other  people.  .  . 
He  is  progressive.  He  is  always  will- 
ing to  learn  a  better  way  of  doing 
things Action  rather  than  con- 
templation is  characteristic  of  him.  He 
is  self-confident — believes  in  himself,  in 
his  principles,  his  ideals  and  his  heri- 
-  tage. 

.  President  Lyman  is  large  in  stature  (six 
feet  three  inches  tall  and  more  than  250 
pounds    in   weight). 

One  of  the  soundest  measuring  rods  of 
any  institution  is  the  character  of  its 
people.  Lives  of  leaders  like  President 
Richard  R.  Lyman  bespeak  the  practical, 
exalting   influence  of  Mormonism.
